Mr  Chairman,  Mrs  Lenthall  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1960. 

As  you  all  know,  if  adjacent  large  authorities  are 
allowed  to  acquire  the  powers  they  seek,  it  will  mean 
the  end  of  the  Urban  District  Council  as  a local  auth- 
ority. 


It  is  somewhat  peculiar  and  disturbing  working 
under  the  threat  of  dissolution,  but  one  realises  that 
whatever  happens  the  work  must  be  carried  on,  so  one 
one  just  carries  on  as  if  no  changes  are  imminent. 

There  is  an  estimated  increase  of  population  of  840 
lor  the  year  . 

The  birth  rate  also  shows  a slight  increase  but  un- 
fortunately the  infantile  mortality  rate  has  increased 
considerably.  In  total  there  were  243  births  and  10  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year;  A breakdown  of  the  deaths 
shows  that  4 were  due  to  prematurity,  2 to  congenital 
maliormations  and  4 to  acute  tracheo  bronchitis. 

It  is  pleasing  however  to  note  that  once  again  there 
are  no  maternal  deaths. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  very  few  notifications 
have  been  received  of  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases: 
Generally  speaking,  Dronfield  Urban  District  has  a very 
low  incidence  of  these  diseases. 

I would  here  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
colleagues  for  their  help  during  the  year  and  the  Council 
lor  their  consideration  and  support.

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SOCIAL  CIRCUIVISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


There  is  little  or  no  unemployment  in'  the  area  and 
and  some  of  the  firms  which  have  established  themselves 
in  Dronfield  are  extending  quite  considerably  but  no  new 
industries  have  been  set  up  during  the  year.  It  is  pleas- 
ing however  that  the  industry  in  the  town  shows  more 
variation  than  was  the  case  prq-war. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Are  ample  in  quantity  and  fewer  complaints  have 
been  received  lately  of  sediment  in  the  pipes.  This  was 
a source  of  trouble  in  1959  but  now  is  improve^d. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notifications  for  the  year  are  exceptionally  low 
One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  eight  Whooping  Cough  and 
five  of  measles.  No  deaths  were  recorded.  No  cases  of 
polio  myelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 


SEW.AGE  TREATMENT 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  construction  of  a 
completely  new  sewage  works  in  July,  1959— it  is  expect- 
ed that  the  new  plant  will  be  operating  early  in  1961. 

When  the  new  plant  is  in  full  operation  the  sewage 
contamination  of  the  river  Drone  will  be  eliminated 
(This  has  been  a source  of  complaint  from  the  old  works 
tor  a number  of  years).
